TUNA FISH PROCESSING 
GETS FIRST TRY-OUT 
AT BILOXI 

One ton of yellow fin tuna, 
about 40 to 50 cases, was re- ! 
cently packed by the 
Packing Company of Biloxi, 
the Gulf Coast's first large scale 
packing of tuna fish. Advantages 
of a tuna industry on the Gulf 
Coast, over the Pacific Coast, 
where most tuna has heretofore 
been processed, lie in the year 
round open fishing grounds and 
in the one to two hundred mile 
trips to tuna grounds, compared 
to nine and ten month fishing 
seasons on the Pacific and trips 
of two to three thousand miles 
to fishing grounds. Harvey R. 
Bullis, Pascagoula, Chief of the 
Gulf of Mexico exploratory fish- 
ing program, reports that there 
are indications of a year round 
supply of yellow fin tuna in the 
Gulf.
